School rooms open daily from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m. 

Opening Session. 

Spring Term, March 18 to June 8. 

Season 1889-90. 

Autumn Term, September 23 to December 14. 

Winter Term, December 16 to March 8. 

Spring Term, March 10 to May 31. 

There is no interval between the terms. The division of the school year into 
three terms of twelve weeks each is for convenience in arranging classes, fees, etc. 

During the Winter Term, which is thirteen weeks long, there will be a holiday 
recess from Tuesday, December 24, to Thursday, January 2. 

The school will be closed Thanksgiving Day, Washington’s Birthday and Decora¬ 
tion Day. 

Pupils may enter the elementary classes without examination. Advanced 
students may enter the classes for which they are prepared. 

A matriculation fee of $2.00 will be charged each pupil once upon entering the 
school. (These entrance fees will be devoted to the founding of an Art Library for 
the school.) 

A locked box for materials will be furnished if desired at 50 cents a term, or 
$1.00 a year. 

Tuition fees admitting students to the classes for which they are qualified, are as 
follows :

Life and Painting Classes, 3 days per week. $25.00 a term. 

Antique and Primary Classes, 3 days per week.

$6.00 a month or $15.00 a term.

Tuition fees must be paid in advance, before entering the school. 

No pupil will be received for less than one term. No money will be refunded on 
account of absence, and no reduction will be made to pupils entering after the term 
has begun. 

To any pupil wishing to follow a course of instruction in any class other than the 
one in which he (or she) is a member, a reduction of one-third will be made in the fees 
of the second class. 

Pupils are required to furnish their own materials, excepting easels and drawing 
boards, which the institution furnishes free of charge. 

For the convenience of pupils, a complete supply of materials will be kept at the 
Museum. 















SCHOLARSHIPS AND PRIZES. 

To the students who have made the most progress in their work during the school 
year, a scholarship of three months will he given in each of the following classes— 
Life Class (nude), Head Class, Still Life Class, Advanced Antique Class and Design¬ 
ing Class. 

In the Night Class, there will be the same scholarships offered in the Life, 
Advanced Antique, and Designing classes. 

At the end of the school year there will be an exhibition of the students' work, 
and money prizes will be awarded to the most meritorious work in each of the classes. 

These prizes and scholarships will be awarded by the Faculty of the School, act¬ 
ing w r ith the Art School Committee. 

The examinations for scholarships will take place at Christmas and at the end of 
each school year, and to be eligible for the competition a student must have worked in 
the school for at least two terms, without intermission. (The summer vacation does 
not count as an intermission.) 

COURSE OF STUDY. 

The School is divided into four sections : 

1. Elementary. —First Oracle —Simple objects, geometrical solids, details of human 

face. 

Second Grade —Elementary head, hand and foot in outline. Perspective. 

2. Primary Antique. —Fragments of human figure in light and shade. Heads, etc. 

Anatomy. Wood Carving. 

3. Advanced Antique. —Studies from anatomical figure and full length figure, 

shaded. Still life in monochrome. Design. 

4. Life. —Head, costumed and nude life model. Composition. 

There will be a Class for Modeling in Clay, just as soon as the students are pre¬ 
pared for it. 


GENERAL INFORMATION. 

The New Museum Ruilding is now completed, and will contain, besides the varied 
collections of Paintings and Objects of Art, the large and carefully selected collection 
of Casts of Sculpture, to which students will have free access at all times when the 
Museum is open to the public. 

The present school rooms, which are only temporary, will soon be replaced by a 
commodious building, which will have all the conveniences of the best regulated 
schools in the country. 

With a full staff of competent teachers, good models, costumes, still life objects, 
etc., this school will offer every facility for a thorough art education.
